"Any commissioner 
with a 10-year term by nature 
tends to get a little away from 
the people."

legislator talking about a 10- 
year highway commissioner. 


It was to protect the highway 


system from 2-year legislators 
arid 2-year governors that the 
autonomous highway com- 
mission was set up by con- 
stitutional amendment. Its 10- 
year terms were designed to 
make it proof against political 
raiding by the legislature or 
governor. 


Few legislators like the idea. 


It reduces the amount of horse- 
trading by politicians on road 
matters.

Wis., has told heads of a dozen 
agencies whose budgets are re- 
viewed by his Appropriations 
subcommittee 
to expect all 


funds for chauffeurs and lim- 
ousines to be cut off. 


"In view of the stringent fis- 


cal straits in which we find our- 
selves. the cutbacks for low-in- 
come housing and programs to 
aid low-income farmers, and 
the controls placed on the 
wages of American workers," 
the limousines should stop roll- 
ing, Proxmire said. 


"It is absurd for the secre- 


tary of HUD and four of his as- 
sistant and under secretaries to 
be chauffeured around Wash- 
ington at the same time the 
agency has frozen funds for 
public-housing," Proxmire said. 


Each day, Proxinire runs the 


4.8 miles from his home across 
town to the Senate. He says the 
streets are overrun with gov- 
ernment 
limousines 
"toting 


faceless officials to and from 
their place of residence and 
their offices."

House antiwar forces say they 
will introduce a bill to cut off 
funds for the Vietnam war- 
just in case the current round 
of peace talks fail to produce 
settlement. 


"Obviously the steam would 


go out of it if a peace agree- 
ment is announced," Rep. Lee 
Hamilton, D-Ind., said Tuesday, 
"and I would like to see that 
happen." 


Hamilton said the bill will be 


introduced Thursday 
despite 


President Nixon's hopes that 
the current Paris talks will 
lead to a settlement "In the 
event the peace talks don't suc- 
ceed and the war continues." 


The bill embodies the antiwar 


language approved by House 
Democrats, 154 to 75, two 
weeks ago and Is the one anti- 
war lobbies including Common 
Cause say they will support. 


It would prohibit expenditure 


of any funds "for U.S. military 
combat operations in or over 
Indochina" and require that 
"such operations be terminated 
immediately" 
provided 
ar- 


rangements have been made 
for release of all American 
TOWs, safe withdrawal of U.S. 
forces, and an accounting of 
Americans missing in enemy 
territory. 


The 154 House Democratic 


Caucus votes for the language 
Jan. 2 indicated the House— 
which had rejected all Senate 
war-deadline measures in the 
past—still was not ready to ap- 
prove one by itself. 


Sixty four Republicans would 


need to join Democrats for the 
measure to pass. That is three 
times the 23 votes House anti- 
war Republicans cast last year. 


Senate Democratic 
Leader 


Mike Mansfield and Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott said over 
the weekend, before Nixon an- 
nounced peace progress and the 
halt of U.S. bombing of North 
Vietnam, that they doubt Con- 
gress could legislate an end to 
the war. 


They said they doubt Con- 


gress could muster the two- 
thirds vote necessary to over- 
ride Nixon's veto—even if there 
were enough votes to send a 
cutoff measure to him in the 
first place.

Nixon awaits

Nguyen Van Thieu to discuss a 
revised draft of a peace agree- 
ment. 


There appeared to be grow- 


ing evidence that a cease-fire 
was nearing. 


While the U.S. Embassy 


would not disclose the sub- 
stance of the conference, it ap- 
peared that Thieu gave Pre- 
sidnt Nixon's special envoy 
some answers on the revised 
draft. 


Haig had waited in the wings 


all day while Thieu met for Tk 
hours with his National Secur- 
ity Council an-four military 
corps commanders 
at Inde- 


pendence Palace, reportedly to 
discuss what steps South 
V i e t n a m 
w o u l d 


take to protect the territory 
and people it now controls, 
once a cease-fire goes into ef- 
fect. 


Spokesmen would not say 


whether Haig would meet with 
Thieu again or when he would 
leave Saigon. 


Haig also is scheduled to con- 


fer with the leaders of Cam- 
bodia, Thailand and Laos. 


Asian diplomatic sources in 


Washington said they believe 
an agreement ending the war is 
very near. They anticipated 
that Nixon, in his inaugural ad- 
dress Saturday, would propose 
postwar rehabilitation of the 
economies of South Vietnam, 
Cambodia and laos through 
continuing economic and mili- 
tary assistance. 


This Washington report said 


there also is expectation that 
the Soviet Union. Communist 
China and other major powers 
will join the United States in 
guaranteeing the cease-fire. 


South Vietnamese officials 


said Thieu's lengthy conference 
with his key advisers also dealt 
with modifications of the proto- 
cols to the agreement that spell 
out how it will be carried out, 
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such as the size of the inter- 
national force to supervise n 
cease-fire and the method by 
which prisoners of war will be 
freed. 


These sources said Thieu has 


little choice but to join in sign- 
ing the final treaty because of 
the threat of a cutoff of U.S. 
military and economic aid.

SAIGON (AP) — Despite re- 


ports that a cease-fire may be 
near, U.S. B52s and other war- 
planes pounded North Vietna- 
mese positions in South Viet- 
nam Tuesday and today with 
the heaviest strikes in more 
than a month, the U.S. Com- 
mand announced. 


With the bombing halted over 


all of North Vietnam, more 
American strikes were being 
carried out across South Viet- 
nam, I^tos and Cambodia, U.S. 
officials said. 


Raids by fighter-bombers in- 


creased by more than one-third 
to 311 in South Vietnam during 
the 24-hour period ending at 8 
a.01., the command said. 


U.S. B52 bombers launched 


about 90 strikes across South 
Vietnam during the same peri- 
od, dropping up to 2,700 tons of 
explosives on North Vietnamese 
troop concentrations, staging 
areas and supply caches. 


The aim of the raids appar- 


ently is to prevent a big North 


Vietnamese supply buildup pri- 
or to a cease-fire. 


The bulk of the air strikes 


were in Quang Tri Province 
just below the demilitarized 
zone and in the Saigon River 
corridor northwest of the capi- 
tal. Both are major infiltration 
corridors and staging areas. 


A substantial North Vietna- 


mese buildup has been reported 
along the river corridor in an 
urea 35 to 50 miles northwest of 
Saigon. About one-third of the 
B52 raids were concentrated in 
this region, although no major 
fighting was reported there. 


Twenty 122mm rockets hit Da 


Nang Air Base and an adjoin- 
ing village before dawn, wound- 
ing one Vietnamese and darn- 
aging six buildings and one air- 
craft, the Saigon command 
said. No U.S. casualties were 
reported. 


On the far northern front, 


four South Vietnamese marines 
were reported killed and 15 
wounded when North Vietna- 


mese gunners slammed 350 ar- 
tillery and mortar shells into 
their positions 15 miles below 
the DMZ and followed with a 
ground attack. Eleven North 
Vietnamese soldiers 
were 


killed, the Saigon command re- 
ported. 


U.S. fighter-bombers and 7th 


Fleet destroyers supporting the 
South Vietnamese just below 
the DMZ reported knocking out 
two North Vietnamese tanks 
north of Quang Tri City. Sev- 
eral supply trucks and water 
supply craft also were reported 
destroyed. 


In Cambodia, the government 


said its troops have recaptured 
all positions along the Mekong 
River that they lost last week, 
reducing the threat to vital riv- 
er traffic. 


A spokesman said the entire 


2ft-rnile stretch of the Mekong 
from Neak Luong, 32 miles east 
of Phnorri Penh, down to the 
South Vietnamese border was 
back in government hands.

Jones continues anti-ERA scrimmage 


LtTTLE ROCK (AP) - Sen. 


Guy M. "Mutt" Jones of Con- 
way continued Tuesday his ef- 
fort to block ratification of the 
Equal Rights Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution. 


Jones introduced a resolution 


that would delay ratification of 
the amendment until the 1975 
legislative session. It would 
provide that a two-year study 
of the amendment be conducted 
before it could be considered 
for ratification. 


The senator said Monday that 


he planned to introduce an 
amendment that would in effect 
kill the ratification proposal. Me 
said the resolution "was just 
insurance." 


Jones said "there was no 


way of knowing" how the U.S. 
Supreme Court might interpret 
the amendment adding that he 
doubted many persons realized 
what "far-reaching effects" the 
amendment might have. 


"I went home Monday night 


and went through my law books 
for over an hour looking up the 
rights that women have under 
the law," Jones said. "This 
amendment would take all 
those rights away." 


Jones also introduced a bill 


that would require members 
appointed by the governor to 
the Game and Fish Commission 
be approved byjhe Senate. 


Sen. W. E. ^"Rainwater of 


Greenwood introduced a bill 
that would establish an Ar- 
kansas Turnpike Authority. The 
authority would have the power 
to issue bonds to purchase 
rights of way and to construct 


and maintain turnpikes in the 
state. 


Rep. Paul Meers of Little 


Rock introduced a bill to create 
a commission to study the 
feasibility of establishing state- 
owned liquor stores in Ar- 
kansas. 


Reps. Ivan Rose of Rogers 


and Vada Sheid of Mountain 
Home introduced the adminis- 
tration bill to set up procedures 
for expansion of the state's 
community junior college sys- 
tem. 


Rep. Mike Wilson of Jackson- 


ville introduced a bill to extend 
the provisions of the code of 
ethics act to county, municipal 
and school district officials. 
Existing laws apply to state 
and district officials. 


Rep. Charles Stewart of Fa- 


yetteville submitted a measure 
to allow Arkansans to compute 
their state income tax bills by 
applying the state tax rates to 
the net taxable income as re- 
flected by their federal income 
tax return. The proposal would 
allow the state Department of 
Finance and Administration to 
enter into any agreement re- 
quired to let the Internal Reve- 
nue Service collect the state in- 
come tax for the state. 


A group of four legislators in- 


troduced the administration bill 
to exempt low-income persons 
and families from the state in- 
come tax. The bill would ex- 
empt single persons whose 
gross income does not exceed 
$3,000 a year, a married couple 
filing jointly with a gross in- 
come of no more than $4,000, a

married couple filing jointly 
having one dependent child 
whose gross income does not 
exceed $4,500 and a married 
couple with two or more child- 
ren whose gross income is no 
more than $5,000. 


Reps. Harry Carter 
and 


Gayle Windsor, both of tittle 
Rock, introduced a bill to 
amend the public school fair 
employment 
and 
dismissal 


practices act to provide that a 
teacher who is to be dismissed 
is entitled to a hearing before 
dismissal. Current law provides 
the hearing after dismissal. 


Rep. Clayton Little of Bent- 


onville submitted a bill to 
create an Arkansas scenic riv- 
ers system and a Scenic Rivers 
Committee to adminiser land 
and property acquired under 
the proposed act. Scenic rivers 
legislation has been introduced 
in prior sessions. 


Public trust 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Steve 


A. Smith, 23, of Huntsville, a 
state representative, says: "My 
personal political philosophy is 


that there should be public 
trust, not a public trough." 


With that explanation for 


newsmen, he has introduced six 
bills—and plans a seventh—as 
an "open government" legisla- 
tive package. 


"Any time we can do away 


with conflict of interest or se- 
crecy in government, then we 
have government by, for and of 
the people," Smith said. 


One bill introduced Tuesday 


by Smith would require that 
meetings of the governor's cab- 
inet be open to the public, 
which usually means news 
media representatives. 


The same bill also would per- 


mit public inspection of records 
of 
athletic departments of 


state-supported schools. 


Gov. Dale Bumpers 
has 


steadfastly refused to permit 
newsmen to sit in on meetings 
of his cabinet. He said he would 
not get as free an exchange of 
ideas if reporters were present. 


The bill to open records of 


athletic departments of state 
schools would apply to, among 
other things, the giving of com- 
plimentary tickets, Smith said. 


While some schools, such as 


Arkansas State University, say 
their complimentary ticket data 
is available for public in- 
spection, others, like the Uni- 
versity 
of 
Arkahsas- 


Fayetteville, have refused to 
divulge the information. 


Smith said he had asked the 


UA for a list of recipients of 
free tickets, and the university 
responded with a list, but Smith 
termed it a "pseudo" list which 
was incomplete. 


The 
lawmaker, 
second- 


youngest member of the 69th 
Arkansas General Assembly, 
holds a bachelor's degree in 
public address from the UA 
and is finishing his master's 
thesis in communications at the 


i UA. He has applied for law 
school. 


Other bills introduced by 


Smith Tuesday would: 


—Permit the advertising of 


prices of wine and liquor, 
which has been prohibited by 
the act that in 1971 repealed the 
so-called fair trade law which 
required at least a 30 per cent 
price markup. 


—Prohibit the appointment to 


a regulatory agency, board or 
commission of any person who 
receives any business subject 
to regulation by that agency, 
board or commission. 


—Provide that every candi- 


date in a state, district, county, 
municipal or school election 
must file a monthly statement 
disclosing campaign contribu- 
tions received. Failure to com- 
ply would be ground for dis- 
qualification to run for office or 
hold office. 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas House approved an 
increase in the state minimum 
wage Tuesday, highlighting an- 
other slow legislative day. 


For the sixth day since the 


General Assembly convened 
Jan. 8, both houses conducted 
little business, largely marking 
time until their committees get 
into full swing.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Tom F. Digby 
of Little Rock declined Tuesday 
to order a new drawing by 
state senators to determine who 
will serve terms of two years 
and who will serve terms of 
four years. 


He said a drawing at a duck 


dinner in Little Rock Dec. 3 did 
not violate state law or the 
state Constitution. 


Digby said in his ruling that 


the Senate was not covered by 
the terms of the Freedom of In- 
formation Act, but he also 
ruled that any exchange of 
terms between senators was il- 
legal and void. 


The drawing was to .deter- 


mine which senators would 
serve 
two-year terms and 


which would serve four-year 
terms. Because of the 1970 cen- 
sus and the subsequent legisla- 
tive redistricting, all Senate po- 
sitions were up for election in 
1972. 


From now until the next cen- 


sus, only half the Senate will be 
up for election in each election 
year. 


The ruling came in a suit 


filed in the name of Charles T. 
Bernard, state chairman of the 
Republican party. The GOP 
had asked Digby to void the 
drawing and any trading of 
terms and to issue a declarato- 
ry judgement stating whether 
any secret or closed meet- 
ings by the Senate would be in 
violation of the Freedom of In- 
formation Act. 


The drawing took place at the 


annual duck dinner held by 
Sen. Max Howell of Jackson-

pointments must be on the 
desks of senators for 24 hours 
before action is taken, but Sen. 
Max Howell of Jacksonville 
made a motion to suspend the 
rules so the appointments could 
be considered. 


Jones said he objected to sus- 


pending the rules and after sev- 


eral minutes of discussion How- 
ell withdrew his motion. 


Prejudiced? 


WASHINGTON (AP> - The; 


Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
un- 


animously today that defend- 
ants have the right to ask ju- 
rors whether they are racially 
prejudiced. 


However, the court refused to 


extend that right to questions 
about other forma of prejudice. 


The ruling reversed the (irui< 


conviction of a South Carolina 
civil rights leader, Gene Ham. 
who was convicted of possess- 
ing marijuana arid sentenced to 
18 months in jail. 


Ham contended his rights 


were violated because the trial 
judge refused to ask the jurors 
if they were prejudiced against 
blacks and whether they were 
prejudiced against people who 
wore beards. 


The Supreme Court in an 


opinion written by Justice Wil- 
liam H. Rehnquist, said the 
Constitution gave I he defend- 
ants the right to ask jurors 
about possible racial prejudice. 
But the high court .said the Con- 
stitution did not given defend- 
ants the right to ask if the ju- 
rors were prejudiced against 
beards.

(NEA)—-Larry Brown, the ir- 
repressible running back of 
the Washington Redskins, 
was today named the win- 
ner 
of "the

annual 


Jim Thorpe Memorial Tro- 
phy as the most valuable 
player in the National Foot- 
ball league. 


The r e c i p i e n t of the 


award, instituted by News- 
paper Enterprise Association 
in 1955, is determined by a 
vote of his peers, the players 
on the 26 teams in the 
National 
Football League. 


Brown was the runaway win- 
ner this season, just as he 
had" run away from lacklers 
to lead the National Football 
Conference in rushing. 


In a season which pro- 


duced nine men who gained 
more than 1,000 yards on 
the 
ground — a 
decade 


ago only five different men 
in professional football his- 
tory had attained that figure 
—the compact Redskins' run- 
ner was the nonpareil. 


He is the first ball carrier 


to win the coveted trophy 
since the great Jim Brown 
of the Cleveland Browns in 
1065. 


"I'm really honored," said 


the latter-day Brown, with 
feeling, when told of his 
selection. "It's a surprise 
and I don't even know what 
to say. That's the 
same 


award that went to Jim 
Brown and John Unitas — 
all these individuals I've ad- 
mired." 


Brown has completed his 


fourth pro season with the 
Redskins. He was an obscure 
eighth round draft choice 
from Kansas State when he

Football has brought the 


good life to Brown, but he 
doesn't forget the poverty

ren. On Christmas Day, with 
reserve Redskin quarterback 
Sam Wye he and Harold Bell, 
who runs a local "Saturday" 
program 
at the Hillcrcst 


Recreation Center for ghet- 
to kids, he threw a party 
for 100 youngsters. 


This has been the Year of 


the Running Back in profes- 
sional football, and Larry 
has been the pacesetter. He 
reached a career high of 
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1,216 yards r u s h i n g , al- 
though he was held out of the 
last two games on the regu- 
lar schedule so he would be 
in shape for the playoffs. 


"Many have said," sur- 


mises Larry, "it's due to the 
moving of the hash marks 
closer to the center of the 
field, or that we run more 
because of the double zones 
teams are using on pass de- 
fense. I think it's due mostly 
to the fact there aren't ac- 
tually too many great quar- 
terbacks in football right 
now. There are a lot of

gallons of moonshine and confiscated 26 gallons 
for evidence. One arrest was made near the still 
setup. 
The operation was housed in a hog barn near 


the road leading from Spring Hill to Bois d' Arc- 
Lake The pots were still hot when the agents 
made the raid, hut no one was found on the 
premises. 


All of the apparatus was destroyed and the 


huge still pots were cut up into sections.

duly filed with the City Clerk of 
the City of Hope, Arkansas, on 
the 5 day of December, 1972, 
asking the Board of Directors to 
vacate and abandon all that 
portion of a certain street and 
alley designated on the plat of 
the City of Hope, Arkansas, as 
the same now appears of record 
in the Office of the Recorder of 
Hempstead County, Arkansas, 
the part or portion of the said 
street and alley sought to be 
vacated being more par- 
ticularly described as follows, 
to-wit:

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American blitz hit Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) — Gifts ih 


snack bars wear Rolling Stones 
T-shirts. A slendfef ybuftg than 
speaks English like a Pentagon 
tnemo. A middle-aged woman 
drives a bulldozer. A rice farm- 
er watches cowboy movies on 
television. 


All this and more since the 


Americans came. 


It has been a blitz. One year 


there were 16,000 Americans. 
Four years later, there were 
more than half a million — 10 
times as many as the French 
colonialists ever numbered. 


The Americans paid a week's 


wages for a taxi ride, built an 
airport 
in two weeks and 


blasted an acre of jungle into 
compost on the chance of kill- 
Ing one Viet Cong. A Vietna- 
mese could make a fortune just 
picking up after them. 


"With the French, it was an 


infiltration system," says a 
Vietnamese professor, "with 


the 
Americans, 
a 
Shock 


treatment." 


Most of the Americans have 


gone, but South Vietnam still is 
reeling. A society that was once 
simple and orderly has grown 
new classes and new appetites. 


the U.S. military needed 


people to wash clothes and lug 
boxes, so it hired them. U.S. 
agencies 
and 
contractors 


needed people to type, lay 
bricks, cook and fix air condi* 
tioners, so they trained them. 
The Americans needed Vietna- 
mese experts for "nation build- 
ing," so they sent them to 
school. 


To keep inflation down and 


morale up, television sets, wrist 
watches and a million motor- 
bikes were imported to sop up 
the incoming dollars. 


English 
has supplanted 


French as the most popular for- 
eign language in secondary 
schools. Employment of Vietna- 
mese in the "U.S. sector" 
peaked at more than 160,000 in 
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1969. The average employe of 
the Americans earned two to 
four times the average income, 
creating pockets of affluence. 


The Sears Roebuck "wish 


book" is popular reading in 
magazine stalls. Vietnamese of * 
ficers' Jeeps become family 
cars by night. 


Civil servants rely on graft 


and military men on black 
markeleering to provide luxu- 
ries. No government program 
has succeeded in stopping 
them. 


The war displaced an esti- 


mated seven million South 
Vietnamese at one time or an- 
other and started a great mi- 
gration to the cities. Officials 
hoped that, when peace came, 
the uprooted would drift back 
to the land, but. they have 
changed their minds. 


Nguyen Van Anh, vice minis- 


ter of national planning and de- 
velopment, foresees an even 
greater influx into the cities as 
South Vietnam's million-man 
armed forces are demobilized. 


It is not all bad, says Anh, 


because, "by bringing people 
into the army, we have given 
them a glimpse of the world 
outside their villages and we 
have opened their minds. With* 
out the war, this process might 
have taken most of a renhiry." 


The war also has had an in- 


calulable impact on the Vietna- 
mese family. Children have 
grown up with fathers gone. 
Working wives frequently earn 
more than soldier husbands. 
Before the war, less than one- 
fourth of the university stu- 
dents were women, but now the 
percentage of coeds is well 
over one-third. 


The draft and the high cost of 


setting up housekeeping caused 
registered marriages in Saigon 
to drop although the city was 
growing. The nuptial age rose 
by four years for both sexes, 
and the latest statistics show 
women initiated 960 of 1,140 di- 
vorces. 


Hundreds of women have 


paid a month's salary or more 
for cosmetic surgeons to sew 
Caucasian-style folds into their 
eyelids or make their noses 
thinner and straighten 


Much recent Vietnamese ar- 


chitecture shows no relation- 
ship to tradition. New homes 
are ornamented with cement 
parabolas or triangles, and 
there Is no trace of French or 
Chinese discipline. 


"Experimentation?" 
A 


Vietnamese homeowner was 
asked. "Dislocation," he an- 
swered. 


American music is popular 


among Vietnamese teen-agers, 
but it is not theirs. A people 
with every reason to sing the 
blues can't get the hang of the 
sound made by black Ameiv 
cans. 


"The most significant of Our 


shortcomings," an American 
official wrote recently^ "has 
been that we have failed to pro- 
vide a dream ... At no time 
have we attempted to tell the 
people what is at the end of the 
rainbow. What is the great as- 
piration which can make their 
suffering tolerable and their 
sacrifices worthwhile?" 


Don't the Vietnamese already 


have a dream of their own? 
Yes, 
say many Vietnamese. 


When asked to describe it, they 
talk simply of prosperity and 
peace. 


At this point, many Vietna- 


mese seem not quite sure what 
they are and what they want to 
be. 


And it is peace that may put 


Vietnam's 
culture 
to 
its 


toughest test yet. 


"The war has opened the 


people's minds, but it has had 
bad effects on young people," 
says Vice Minister Anh of the 
national 
planning ministry. 


"Live and love and die — that 
is their slogan. They don't want 
to think about building the fu- 
ture. They just want to live be- 
fore they die."
